I nperial 
Rome, when greatest. gorerned 
bat 120,000,000 people: (rea: 
Britain goversed some £50,000,. 
000, equal to one-fourth of the 
population of the globe, and she 
governed them.no: only for her 
own benefis bu: for theirs. More 
than a third of the population of 
India also possessed powers of 
self-government and had their 
-own tulers, subject to the 
sazerainty of Britain. India 
never was a single nation: 
it always possessed many races, 
meng rulera many religions, many 
languages, and was governed 
by foreign rulers hundreds of 
years before the British went 
there. The British were obliged 
eventually to conquer India io 
orderto prevent its becoming a 
French possession. Tho lacturer 
then went on to speak of India’s 
great productivesess and trade; 
of the difficulties presented by 
her various religions and attper- 
stitions, which ba described; and 
by the caste system which 
prevented mon of different castes 
’ associatidg together. These caste 
repulsions were # great evil, but 
we must not forget that they 
were, not confined to India; 
- pessibly they were to ke.found:

India had 
never in her history been so well 
off, so justly governed, had such 
preat educational facilities. 
Why then_was. there unrest ad 
discontent? The reasons were 
partly social, due to the snobbish- 
ness of some of the officers 
and .officials who refused 
social recognition to educa- 
ted Indians, and thus snta- 
gonised them; partly educational, 
Western learning and ideas being 
absorbed without any of the 
correctives that operate io 
Western lands; partly from the 
ambition, of educated or semi- 
educated men wuo think that if 
England did not govern India. 
they would naturally become her 
ralers, The very virtues of British 
Government, promoting prosper. 
ity, education, anity, the love of 
liberty, had tended to make th 

Indians dissatisfied, but the 
malcontents were, after all, buf 
a fraction of the people. 
Nothing was entirely perfact in 
this world, no people, no Btate, 
no Government ; but be ventured 
to claim for British rulein India 
thatit had been humene, efficient, 
and eminently. beneficial, . and 
the secret was that, as 2 rule, 
Englishmen identified themselves 
with the interests of the country 
they essayed to govern, aud were 
just, hoaest, sympathatic, elastic 
and accommodating 
administration.

A NAVAL OBJECTION TO PURSES. 


This morning. Mr.J, C. Wildir, 
mansger of the Hongkong Box- 
ing Association, called at our 
office in regard to. the 
comments which appeared in 
the ‘felegraph of Ssatorday 
concerning the der‘ays in 
the arranging of the season's box- 
ing tournaments. He was rather 
indignant at the criticism which 
had been levelled at him in the 
matter, saying that he was not to 
blame. “What I said at the 
annua! meeting of the Associs- 
tion regarding matches arranged 
and the presence in’ the Colony 
af good material,” said Mr. 
Wildin, “was quite true, and it 
was anticipated that a tourna- 
ment would take place at the 
beginning of this month or even 
the end of last month But 
a hitch has arisen between 
the Boxing Association and 
the officers of the Navy as 
to the size of the purses. the 
Navy officers contending that 
the purses offered to the man are 
too large. Atthe tima I gave an 
outline of the boxing that would 
take place this year, no odjection 
was anticipated on the pars of the 
Navy, and no odjection did take 
place until the arrival of the 
Hawkins. Negotiations ara s:ill 
proceeding between the Boxiog 
‘Association and the Navy, 
and ountil ~ are sete 
tlad ono date for 
the first tournament can be 
given.
